Well, we’re almost done with 1993, and that can only 
mean one thing: it’s time to name the next decade. No, I don’t 
mean the nineties, dummy; that’s this decade. And they already 
| haveaname: The Nineties. Imean the next decade—those years 
with the zeroes in them.

World Floods 
Ukrainian officials have 
| appealed for international 
help as severe floods sub- 


merged part of the northern region 


of Rivne. Rain has not stopped fora 
month and 740,000 acres of land 
have been flooded. 

Asecond week of flooding swept 
the Chinese provinces of Hunan, 
Sichuan, and Jiangsu and hundreds 
of people have died. 

More than 25 people were killed 
when torrential downpours un- 
leashed floods andlandslides onthe 
Japanese islands of Kyushu and 
Shikoku. Scores of homes were 
swept away as more than 25 inches 
of rain fell in three days. 

In the United States, dynamiters 
blew up levees to save the city of 
Prairie du Rocher, Ill., from the rag- 
ing Mississippi River. National 
Guardsmen and police along the 
Missouri River, near Hardin, Mo., 
worked feverishly to retrieve dozens 
of corpses dislodged from flooded 
cemeteries along the river. Many of 
the displaced bodies won't be 
retrieved until the floods end. “You 
cansee themfloating out inthe open 
water. It’s not a pretty sight,” said 
Sheriff Joe Amold.

; Desperate officials in 
ies China’s eastern province 
of Jiangsu blew up a dam 

on the Xinyi He River to release 
waters that had ravaged more than 
1,000 villages and flooded 329,000 
acres of cropland in 24 Chinese 
counties. In Shandong Province, 59 
miners were trapped underground 
when water poured into the mine 
entrance. Major rescue efforts con- 

_ . tinued through the week. 


Floods in Russia’s Gomel region 
covered more than 100,000 acres of 
land near the Chernobyl nuclear 
plant, destroying roads, bridges, 
and dams. The Selenga River in 
Russia’s Buryatia Republic near 
Mongolia overflowed, covering 
dozens of villages and wrecking 
bridges that connect the capital, 
Ulan-Ude, with the outside world. 


Monsoon floods and landslides 
swept away several villages in India 
and Nepal. Floodwaters damaged 
Nepal's largest hydroelectric pro- 
ject, reducing the country's electri- 
cal supply by one third. 


Great Earthquake 

One of the strongest earth- 
Ks quakes this century rocked 

the U.S. Pacific island of 
Guam but caused no deaths. The 
magnitude 8.1 quake damaged 
tourist hotels, wrecked bridges, and 
tossed cars into rivers.
